A score has been registered 
in one of the two matches In 
the world chess championships 
going on In Moscow and Vol- 
gograd. It happened in Volgo- 
grad. where the chess crown Is 


being contested by Iwlco world 
champion Maya Chlburdanldze 
and Irina Levitina of Leningrad. 
The lirst two games ended in o 
draw, and in the view of many 
specialists, the first one was 
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marked by a degree of Impreci- 
sion and even mlstakan solu- 
tions from both aides, while the 
other ended at a point when 
tho fonnldnblo champion from 
Tbilisi expected to gain a more 
favourable result than men 
half a poinL The thlnl game, 
played on September IS, was 
adjourned at the 41st movo, 
with tho contestants having 
equal materiel. However, the 
experienced contender, who 
played While, had e positional 
superiority. She was able to 
show that sho can taka ad- 
vantage of this superiority. Af- 
ter tlio 73rd move, Chlburdanld- 
ze conceded defeat.

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Bctancur blames Western countries 


Mina. Colombian President 
Hulisarlo Bctancur has said Dial 
tiio huge foreign debts incur rod 
by Latin American countries 
jeopardize lire stability of the 
democratic system In ihe coun- 
tries of the region. He was 
addressing an international con- 
ference in the Colombian city 
oi Call b I tended by prominent 
LaLIn American economists and 
political leaders. 

If Latin America could expect 
to have an equitable exchange, 
nverage bank lending rates, and 
free access to the markets of 
Industrially developed nations, 
the debt problem would shill 
onto a differ cut plane, and we 


would not be notorious for be- 
ing "exporters of capliai”, said 
the head of the Colombian stale 
pointing out the causes of (he 
crisis. In his address he quoted 
statistics of Hie International 
Monetary Fund and the United 
Nations' Economic Commission 
for Latin America, according to 
which the outflow of capital 
from Ihe countries of the region 
Jn 1963 alone stood at more 
than 28 thousand million dol- 
lars. 

The Colombian President 
called lor consolidation of "con- 
tinental solidarity" in the face 
of this threatening situation.

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The old theme 
with new nuances 


A short while ago, I. Hughes 
and Ihe American Ambassador 
In Pakistan Hinton spoke about 
certain "violations ol Pakistani 
borders by Afghan and Soviet 
troops' 1 . SlmllBr allegation r, 

prompted by Washington (and 
takon up by the mass media In 
the West), had previously been 
made by the authorities In Isla- 
mabad. This tendentious propa- 
ganda was exposod by compe- 
tent authorities In the Soviet 
Union and fho Domocrallc Re- 
public of Afghanistan. 

Today, Ibis same theme has 
been taken up with new nuan- 
ces which lay bare Its underly- 
ing causes. Fa Iso notions as lo 
what will happen If Soviet troops 
onlerod Pakistani territory nra 
now supplemenled with declara- 
tions that the United Stales will 
read to any request by the Pa- 
kistani authorities. This Is exactly 
what Ambassador Hinton said In 
Islamabad, signalling lo the local 
newspapers that they should 
splash another batch of slander 
against the Sovlel Union end the 
Democratic Republic of Afghan- 
istan on thoir pages. These new 
Ideas have been Introduced Into 
tho scenario of Washington's 
psychological attack on Islama- 
bad for a reason. The American 
administration does not seem to 
favour Ihe announcement made 
by the UN Secretary- General's 


perioral envoy Diego Cordovez, 
that (here had been some pro- 
gress and hopes In the talks be- 
Iwoen Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

Washington had earlier been 
pressurizing Pakistan Into taking 
a tough lino during the talks be- 
tween Afghanistan and Pakistan 
held in Genova at the end of 
August. Now that the talks are 
over, e large -scalo psychologic- 
al campaign has boon mounted. 

The aim of this campaign is 
obvious— to intensify the un- 
declared war against the Dem- 
ocratic Republic of Afghanistan 
from Pakistani territory and to 
encourego Pakistan to taka a 
more active pari In It. 

It may be recalled that the 
Reagan administration has spent 
more than 300 million “official 
dollars" on Ihe training of gang- 
ster unlls and that the CIA, In 
complete secrecy, annually 
spends extra 100 mlillan dollars 
on a campaign of terror, pog- 
roms and provocations which 
their hired bandits are perpet- 
rating against Afghanistan. 

Recently, the US Congress 
earmarked additional IIHy million 
dollars on a new programme of 
secret aid to the Afghan, .coun- 
AcC °rdlng 

to . Tho Washington PosT, these 
millions of dollars will make 
good the tosses sustained by 




the Afghan counter-revolu- 
tionaries when Ihe Afghan army 
routed o large gang In the Ponj- 
shar Yalley last spring. 

Washington Is also galled by 
Ihe Afghan soldiers who are 
successfully liquidating the out- 
laws In Herat, Andarab, Khost 
and other parti of the country 
and who koep under their con- 
trol the caravan paths along 
which armaments are being 
smuggled to the rebels from 
Pakistan. It hates to see the In- 
ternational ill assistance die 
limited contingent of Soviet 
troops Is giving Iho Afghan peo- 
ple. That Is why Washington is 
making such efforts to encour- 
age Pakistani authorities to gel 
more Involved in anti-Afghan 
activities, expand the scope ol 
operation of the counter-revolu- 
tionaries engaged In killing, 
maiming and destructive activi- 
ties In Afghanistan. 

These efforts yield some re- 
sulls. Islamabad is Increasing Its 
interference In the domestic at- 
«'««! Democratic Republic 
of Afghanistan. There is an In- 
flux of weapons, including the 
most sophisticated, to the Afghan 
gangsters with assistance and 
participation of Pakistani eutho- 
rltlM, The number q| camps for 
Iralnlng these ■ outlaws on Pakis- 
tani territory Is growing. Islama- 
mad s complicity In ttm exten- 


sion of the war against Afghan- 
istan Is so obvious oven to It- 
self lhal it Is trying to creato an 
International Imago for its Inter- 
ference In Afghan Internal af- 
fairs. Several camps for Iralnlng 
the criminals arc reported In the 
foreign press to have boon 
movod from Pakistan to the pro- 
vince of Xinjiang In China. 

The statement made by the 
American Ambassador In Islama- 
bad was made to encourage Zla 
ul-Hnq to expand tho range ol 
his Involvement In tho undec- 
lared war against Afghanistan, 
so that Iho Pakistani authorities 
have no misgivings about the 
"need" lo escalate the war. In 
olhar words, the statement can 
ba Interpreted as follows: Have 
no fear and Increase your Inter- 
ference In Afghanistan's domes- 
tic affairs, lor the United States 
will always ba ready to come 
lo your aid. 

Various military Installations 
are already being set up In Pak- 
istan in order to provide logistic 
support lor American troops. 
Electronic surveillance Bnd moni- 
toring bases have been built In 
Sargodha, Gwadar, Pashawar, 
Karachi and Islamabad. Pakistan 
has consented to offer its ter- 
ritory and seaports for use as 
landing sites tor American rapid 
deployment troops. 

Joined by the US Stale Depart- 
ment, the present campaign lo 
Intimidate Pakistan will; "Soviet 
and Afghan Invasion" and pro- 
mises of American assistance to 
Pakistan is designed to Incite 
the country to get more Involved 
In the undeclared war against 
Afghanistan. It Is also Intended 
fo create obstacles for a political 
settlement of tensions befweon 
the two countries and to push 
Islamabad info taking further 
steps towards military coopera- 
tion with the Un|ted States.

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PLASTIC SPANKER 


More than two hundred 
foreign firms have shown In- 
terest in an "Instant/ 1 spanner 
made of plastic, the Invention ol 
J. Solar of the Prague Research

more properly, plastic nuts used 
In the assembly of pipes (or 
transporting compressed air, oil, 
chemically aggressive liquids 
and many other substances.

Many previously Impossible operations on Ihe 
blood vessels have now been inailo possible by 
Soviet specialists who have designed artificial 
blood vessels, tho patents for l heir maim Inclin e 
of which have been purchased by many coun- 
tries. They hava also designed many original 
methods for examining the cardiovascular sys- 
tem, including ultrasonic echocardiography. 
Heart surgeons have saved Ilia lives of hun- 
dreds of thousands of patients, thereby bringing 
them back to gainful employment or, as the sur- 
geons themselves put It, improving the quality 
of their patients* lives. 

In recent years, anglology has asserted Itself 
as another Important nnd promising aspect of 
medical science. It deals with Ihe study of car- 
diovascular diseases. The USSR has already set 
up more than one hundred anglologlcal centres. 
Prevention ol vascular discuses and their treat- 
ment by meanR of medicines and surgery consti- 
tute the main direction In (ho work of such cen- 
tres.

MAN-MADE LUNG 

Soviet specialists have conic 
up with a new blood oxygenator 
(man-made lung). Tho majority 
of artificial lungs now in use 
bhlong to the so-caHad contact 
type oxygenators ln which the 
blood receives oxygon sprayed 
within ils media. This usually 
results In tho subsequent fotnm- 
tlon ol thrombosis hazardous lo 
tho lire of a patient. Other dis- 
advantages include tho need for 
n donor's blood, the danger ol 
gas hubbies (which can block 
tiny cerebral vessels) forming in 
the blood stream, etc. 

The majority of tlieso disad- 
vantages Imva been overcome In 
the new Soviet membraim o\y- 
gciutor MOST- 122. In It, Hie 
blood, like In a human lung, 
does nut come In contact with 
tho gas medium. In the Lungs, 
erythrocytes become mulched 
with oxygen via tho walls ol 
thin copllln Ties subslllutci lor 
by membranes in tho new nion- 
made lung, thus ellmi iniimg 
most health ha/arris. 

VISION FOR COMPUTER 

An electronic com puter may 
distinguish colour and shape 
when equipped willi an organ 
of vision designed by Tajik «<.i- 
viiliMs, Central Asia.

The new model simu- 
lates all changes pertaining to 
rerractlvily and lha formation 
of images. 


Alligators to get preferential treatment 


The Central Aslan Korakum 
Desert has been chosen by So- 
viet zoologists for raising the 
unique reptile — the Chinese al- 
ligator. It is decided to put this 
pigmy crocodile (seldom 1.5 m 
long) In one of this country's 
southernmost zoos In (he Turk- 
menian capital Ashkhabad. 

These kindly creatures hunting 
slow fishes, molluscs and crus- 
taceans and never attacking any- 
one on land are less than 200 ln 
number, the Yangtze river ba- 
sin being their only habitat, 

If crocodile tears exist at all, 
they must be shed by alligators 
lamenting their fate. Chinese al- 


ligator started paying with his 
own skin for belonging to the 
crocodile race several centuries 
earlier than others since no im- 
perial occasion was conceived 
proper In China without drums 
madB of their skins. 

Zoologists are attracted by 
something else. The animals era 
not only kindly but they also 
do not like too much water. 
After a good meal they do not 
even go near water for days. 

Zoologists ln the Ashkhabad 
Zoo inland creating for their 
“hosts" a natural habitat which 
their colleagues lack in other 
climatic zones, A gene bank will 
be set up.

The {.ires mi Intern ib; in rail- 
way, river mill air lines nre also 
several times lower than In the.

many other countries. 

It niiiy hu recalled llml In 
crumbles where motor Industri- 
es nre developed, with mm car 
tor every three lo four persons, 
the aiitomoblln Inlrasliucliiro in- 
quires colossal financial, mate- 
rial and hiiimni resources. In 
the Soviet Union this expenditu- 
re is rniiblilurubly lower. Out ol 
a population of 275 million 
only tun million have cars of 
their own. Every jear, 1.3 mil- 
lion new cars roll oil lira as- 
sembly lines at Soviet motor 
wmks marking a steady lucre, i- 
se In the fleet ol private cars. 
At Iho same time, experience 
shows that most people, particu- 
larly In viator, prefer to uso 
public transport which carries 
nearly 200 million people in this 
country dally. 

A short while ego, the CPSU 
Central Committee adopted a 
decision, “On Further Improve- 
ments in Passenger Transporta- 
tion". 

The decision notes the posi- 
tive aspects ol transport servi- 
ces provided lor tho population. 
Over the past few years, all the 
constituent republics, territories 
and region a have commissioned 
now railway lines and urban 
and rural transport routes. The 
rolling stock has been repleni- 
shed with new modern railway 
carriages, buses, trolleybuses 
and trams. 

Particularly spectacular Is Hie 
growth in passenger transporta- 
tion hy underground railway 
systems. In 1S70, Ihelr .trains 
carried more than 2.9 thousand 
million passengers but this fig- 
ure increased lo more than 
4.1 thousand million In 1QB3. 

Rapid growth has also been 
observed in tba alrllnB traffic. 
In 1B70, the number of air pas- j 
sengers was 71,4 million, In i 
1083 It reached 109.5 million, : 
The reason for this rise lies ln 
the growing mobility ol the So- 
viet population caused, among 
other things, by rapid develop- 
ment ol new areas in lha North, 
Siberia, and lha Far Bast. 

At the same lima lha decision 
states that there are serious 
drawbacks In Hie organization 
ol transportation, In summer, 
passengers are faced with all 
sorts ot dllflctdtlos and compli- 
cations, particularly when tra- 
velling by railway. In somo 
places, city transport la operat- 
ing with . strain. Often buses, 
trams, trolKrybusea and tmdar- 
arbond trains are overcrowded, 
and tho schedule lor Uloir ope- 
ration is not ' property ohepived.
